Beginning, tomorrow 
squads of police and health officers 
will watch ail incoming tram s froth 
the south and place all negroes un­ 
der arrest who are unable to show 
gootf police records In their southern 
homes, and who have not 
sufficient 
amount t>f cash in their pockets to 
secure clearly comfortable living for 
at least six weeks to copfe, 
Medical 
examination of each Incomer will be 
made, besides thorough fumigation oft 
their clothes. 
The fact that numet-
